Partnership Program (OPP) brought together 106 participants, including 47 

Outreach Partners, NIMH staff, NIMH-funded researchers, and National 
Partners, for the dissemination and translation of the latest research findings 

to populations most in need--such as mental health consumers, families, 
healthcare providers, and policymakers. The meeting highlighted key NIMH 

and National Institutes of Health (NIH) initiatives, including the NIMH 
Recovery After an Initial Schizophrenia Episode (RAISE) project and the U.S. 

Precision Medicine Initiative. In addition, Outreach Partners gave 
presentations about their activities and experiences in disseminating NIMH 

research. They also consulted with NIMH leadership, NIMH extramural and 
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intramural staff, and grantees on the community needs for NIMH research 

and translation of that research into the community. Finally, NIMH 
introduced the new Outreach Partners to the Program and discussed OPP 

requirements and NIMH priorities.  The OPP meeting supported two strategic 
objectives in NIMH’s current Strategic Plan.  The meeting directly supported 

Strategy 4.3: Strengthen partnerships between NIMH and its stakeholder 
groups by providing a means of dialogue through direct communication, 

thereby providing a clearer understanding of stakeholders’ needs, as well as 
NIMH’s role and what it has to offer. The dialogue between stakeholders and 

NIMH staff and grantees also contributes to the success of Strategy 3.3: 
Strengthen the application of mental health interventions in diverse care 

settings by examining community and intervention delivery approaches and 
how they may affect intervention outcomes, which requires “the 

incorporation of the perspectives of the family, immediate community, and 
providers into intervention research from the initial stages of development.”
